RG LIES -

(This is the next to the last article 
in a series on the Communist Party 
policy in the trade unions, answering 
the falsehoods of Benjamin Stolberg in 
the Scripps-Howard press.) 


As malicious and false as his other 
charges, is Benjamin FS accusa- 
tion that the Communists are creating 
“factional strife” in the CIO. And like 
the other charges, the purpose of this one 
is to cover up the crimes of Stolberg’s own 
friends, the Lovestoneites and Trotzkyites, 
and to sow distrust, create factionalism 
and generally disrupt the ClO—thereby 
preparing the ground for a more success- 
ful attack against the CIO on the, part 
of the Girdlers, Fords and Hagues, 

The Communists stand not only for 
unity of the entire labor movement but 
for unity within every union right down 
through the locals. That goes for A. FP, 
of L. unions as well as for the CIO. 

The Communists only ask that a union 
shall meet these simple elementary con- 
ditions: 

A program that meets the immediate 
interests of the workers. 

Democracy in the union. 

Acceptance of majority rule and its en- 
forcement by strict discipline. 


WHAT EVERY WORKER WANTS 


But these conditions, of course, are no 
more than what every worker wants and 
which he sees as necessary for the growth 
and success of his union. 

When the Communists have had sharp 
struggles with certain trade union offi- 
cialis, for example, William Green or Woll. 
or Hutcheson, it has never been over the 
question of Socialism. Did you ever hear 
the Communists debating with Green or 
Matthew Woll about Socialism? When 
we criticized Green during the crisis 
years, for example, it was not because 
Green refused to accept Karl Marx (we 
never expected him to). It was because 
he refused to fight against wage cuts. Be- 
cause he refused to organize the unor- 
ganized. Because he grew wild-eyed at 
the very mention of unemployment in- 
surance. Because—in a word—he was op- 
posing what every worker knew to be the 
interests of the labor movement and what 
every worker was ready to fight for right 
then and there, 

In fact the Communists are opposed in 
principle to the formation of groups and 
grouplets within unions. Where democ- 
racy exists and the majority rules, or- 
ganized groups can only tend to prevent 
the complete unity of the union and limit 
its effectiveness. 


POSITION ON GROUPS 


The Communist position on the ques- 
tion of groups was made clear at the 
convention of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers Union in Atlantic City 
last May. President Dubinsky backed a 
move to prohibit all groups in the union, 
with the exception that committees could 
function three months before any election 
in the locals. 

In the discussion that followed Du- 
binsky declared that it was “not the in- 
tention of the Executive Board to dis- 


. criminate against the political views or 


opinions of members of the union.” 

Now, those delegates who were Commu- 
nists supported President Dubinsky on 
this proposal as a step toward harmony 
inside the I. L. G. W. U. But Stolberg 
seems never to have heard of this inci- 
dent. And he conveniently forgets that 
during the discussion on the floor the 
opposition to disband groups came from 
none other than his friend, Charles Zim- 
merman of Local 22—a Lovestoneite—a 
follower of the Jay Lovestone whom Stol- 
berg calls an “able and realistic trade 
union adviser.” The Lovestoneites, in 
fact, theorized that just as there are dif- 
ferent political parties in the nation so 
there must be groups in the unions. A 
completely false and dangerous position! 

And why doesn’t Stolberg report that 
the Socialist Call of Nov. 6, 1937—under 
the influence of Lovestoneites and Trotz- 
kyites—attacked this decision of the I. L. 
G. W. U. convention as “laying the basis 
for dictatorship”? 

WHERE OPPOSITION DEVELOPS

would be impossible for them to peddle 
their services as “anti-Communist” ex- 
perts. 

The United Auto Workers’ Union, which 
has made such splendid progress, was 
able to achieve its successes because of 
the great mass activity and initiative of 
the workers themselves—the continuous 
leadership given this union throughout by 
the ClO—and the personal guidance of 
John L. Lewis, himself, at every critical 
stage, such as the strikes at General Mo- 
tors and Chrysler. 

It was in such periods that factionalism. 
subsided or was dissolved by the healthy 
atmosphere of the mass movement and 
the struggle. Any machinations by the 
small group of Lovestoneite “advisers” 
was swept aside at these times by the 
masses and as a result of the leadership 
of the CIO. And without in any way 
distracting from contributions made by 
anyone to the U. A. W., it can be stated 
that nobody—and certainly not Stolberg— 
will ever succeed in taking away the credit 
due to the leaders of the Unity Group. 
The auto workers and the entire labor 
movement know the role played in these 
struggles by Wyndham Mortimer (who 
jointly with John L. Lewis signed the 
General Motors agreement for the work- 
ers) and the roles of the Reuthers, Ed 
Hall, Bo» Travis, John Anderson and 
many others. 


AS A DEFENSIVE MEASURE 


Had it not been for the formation, prior 
to the Milwaukee convention, of the Pro- 
gressive group (in which the Lovestone- 
ites played their sinister role) the Unity 
group would never have been organized. 
The organization of the Unity group 
came only as a defensive measure after 
the Progressive group had been formed. 
From the beginning the Unity group made 
it clear that it stood for the re-election 
of the entire leadership and asked that 
Richard Frankensteen and R. J. Thomas 
be included among the newly-elected of- 
ficers. The Progresive group. on the other 
hand, and especially the Lovestoneites 
within it, were out to exclude Mortimer, 
Reuther, Hall and others from the lead- 
ership as a purely factional move against 
the unity of the union. 

The Unity Caucus was not a Commu- 
nist group. It consisted of workers who 
belonged to no party and of Socialists and 
Communists. 

In a letter attacking the Stolberg ar- 
ticles and published in the World-Tele- 
gram, Ben Fisher, State Secretary of the 
Socialist Party of Michigan, affirms this 
when he says: 

“Socialists in the U. A. W. function in 
the Unity Caucus which includes Com- 
munists and a large section of the union“ 
rank and file and leadership belonging to 
no political party.”
